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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been transferred from Examiner A. Chakrabarti to Examiner 
D. Johannsen. It is noted that Ex. Chakrabarti is no longer employed at the Patent & 
Trademark Office. This application remains assigned to Art Unit 1634. The responses 
filed February 19, 2004 and February 26, 2004 have been entered. However, in view of 
prosecution by Ex. Johannsen, the prior Office action of December 19, 2003 is 
withdrawn, and restriction is required as set forth below. It is noted that a non-final 
Office action on the merits will be prepared in response to applicants' election. 

Election/Restriction 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: the numerous different combinations of F1 , F2, and 
F3 sequences encompassed by claim 1 . While it is noted that each of the species 
encompassed by the claim are disclosed as sharing a common utility, each species 
comprises a different sequence of amino acids, and therefore differs structurally from 
each other species encompassed by the claim. Accordingly, examination of each 
species would require a separate search aimed at identifying a polypeptide with a 
particular structure. Further, given the differing sequences of the molecules of the 
claims, a reference anticipating one such molecule would not anticipate or render 
obvious the other molecules encompassed thereby. Accordingly, a requirement for 
election is proper, as discussed in MPEP 803.02. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
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finally held to be allowable. Specifically, Applicant should elect a single combination of 
F1, F2, and F3 sequences from those listed in claim 1. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
